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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on November 25, 2002 has been entered and is 
acknowledged by the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 12-16 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 ,3-1 1,17-19 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 18, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach 
or suggest an organic electroluminescent element with the combination of the limitations 
as set forth in claims 1 and 18, and specifically comprising the limitation of electron 
affinity of both the acceptor in hole transporting layer and the light emitting layer being 
greater than or equal to the electron affinity of the material of electron injection 
restraining layer. 

Regarding claims 3-1 1 and 17, claims 3-11,17 are allowable for the reasons 
given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 19 the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest an organic electroluminescent element with the combination of the limitations 
as set forth in claim 19 and specifically comprising the limitation of the hole injection 
restraining layer and the light emitting layer comprise materials meeting the following 
relation : | lp D | < | lp HBL | and | lp EM | < | lp HBL | where lp D represents the 

ionization potential of the donor, lp HBL represents the ionization potential of the material 
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of the hole injection restraining layer and lp EM represents the ionization potential of the 
material of the light emitting layer.
